All forms of transporta- 
tion are “trving to get their share 
of. the distribution dollar” and 
“rough and tumble”. methods are 
used to get it. 

Beck denounced the railroad 
eatriers as notoriously unethical 


people, esvecially becaise they

A struggle between workers 
and divisions inevitably flows 


from a policy of cooperation 


with the employers. The policy 
is disastrous because it ties the 
workers to the competitive and 
often wage-cutting interests of 
the employers—be they on a 
local, industry .or international 
scale, It is not unity with the 


employers but unity of the work- - 


ers organizations that we need 


today. 


There is.a far better use for
